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In order to resolve this matter, the Nebraska Department of Insurance (“Department”), by
and through its attorney, Janette L. Adair, and Jose E. Jefferson (“Respondent™), mutually stipulate

and agree as follows:
JURISDICTION

1. The Department has jurisdiction over the subject matter and Respondent pursuant to

Neb. Rev. Stat. §§ 44-101.01, and 44-4047 et seq, (Reissue 2004).

2. Respondent was licensed as an insurance agent under the laws of Nebraska at all

times material hereto.

STIPULATIONS QF FACT

1. The Department initiated this administrative proceeding by filing a petition styled State

of Nebraska Department of Tnsurance vs. Jose E. J efferson, Cause Number A-1851 on October 1,

2009. A copy of the petition was servéd upon the Respondent at Respondent’s business address

registered with the Department by certified mail, return receipt requested, and at Respondent’s
home address registered with the Depértment by certified mail, return receipt requested.

| 2. Respondent violated Neb. Rev. Stat. §§ 44-4065(2) and 4.4-4059(1)(1)) (Reissue 2004)

as a result of the following conduct:




On or about April 22, 2009, Respondent was arraigned in the District Court of
Lancaster County, Nebraska, on felony terroristic threat charges. To date,
Respondent has failed to report the criminal prosecution or provide any relevant
legal documents regarding the prosecution to the Petitioner.

3. Respondent violated Neb. Rev, Stat. § 44-4059(1)(f) as a result of the following

conduct;

On or about June 30, 2009, Respondent was found guilty of Terroristic Threats, a Class
4 Felony, in the District Court of Lancaster County, Nebraska.

| 4. Respondent violated Neb. Rev. Stat. § 44-4054(8) (Reissue 2004) as a result of

the following conduct:
On or about March 17, 2009, Respondent’s business address changed and was no
longer Ameritas Life Insurance Corp., 475 Fallbrook Blvd, Lincoln, NE 68521.

To date, Respondent has failed to notify Petitioner of a change of business
address.

5. Respondent was informed of his right to a public hearing. Respondent waives that right,

and enters into this Consent Order freely and voluntarily. Respondent understands and

-acknowledges that by waiving his right to a public hearing, Respondent also waives his right to
confrontation of witnesses, production of evidence, and judicial review.

6. Respondent admits the allegations stated in Paragraphs 2, 3, and 4.

CONCLUSIONS OF LAW

Respondent’s conduct as alleged above constitutes a violation of Neb. Rev, Stat. §§ 44-

4065(2), 44-4059(1)(b), 44-4059(1)(£), and 44-4054(8) (Reissue 2004).

CONSENT ORDER

It is therefore ordered by the Director of Insurance and agreed by Respondent, Jose E.
Jefferson, that Respondent’s insurance producer license shall be immediately REVOKED upon the

Director of Insurance or her designee approving and signing this consent order. In witness of their
